Ridding Vie tna m of Corruption Too Big a Job For the Vie tna me s e 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A top 
U.S. civilian adviser says the 
United States must boldly take 
the initiative to root out corrup­ 
tion in South Vietnam’s govern­ 
ment because, he insists, there 
aren’t 
enough 
honest 
Viet­ 
namese officials to do the job. 
“ Corruption is permeating all 
echelons of government and so­ 
ciety, corroding the vitality of 
this nation, eroding the frame­ 
work of government and unnec­ 
essarily prolonging the war,’’ 
the adviser said in private re­ 
ports from Vietnam. 
The reports were made avail­ 
able to The Associated Press on 
the condition that the adviser, 
chief of a 22-man team in Viet­ 
nam, not be identified. 
Saying 
the 
United 
States 
“ must take the initiative in this 


(remedial ^tion) and, once 
having started must continue 
it,’’ the adviser declared: “ Viet­ 
namese officials are so involved 
that very few have hands suffi­ 
ciently clean that they can 
make an immediate major inde­ 
pendent contribution” 
One report, which outlined a 
specific plan of action, was sub­ 
mitted last Nov. 29 to the Agen­ 
cy for International Develop­ 
ment in Saigon. It went to AID’s 
then-new “ Public Administra­ 
tion Ad Hoc Committee on Cor­ 
ruption in Vietnam.’’ 
An AID spokesman in Wash­ 
ington told a reporter Tuesday; 
“ The committee never really 
got started. And it’s possible it 
won’t get going. 
“ When you get into the busi­ 
ness of trying to make another 


government clean, under inter­ 
national law you get into the 
question of sovereign nations” 
The U.S. adviser sent a copy 
of the report to his superiors in 
Washington, along with another 
complaining that he had pre­ 
viously proposed stem meas­ 
ures against graft only to en­ 
counter opposition from “ hearts 
and minds purists ’ in the U.S. 
mission. 
It is time, he said, to stop 
“ treating corruption as a deli­ 
cate, unmentionable subject” 
To clamp down on the situation, 
his report to AID recommended 
that the United States; 
—Create an anticorruption of­ 
fice within the U.S. mission, in­ 
vite the South Vietnamese to set 
up a corresponding office, and 
offer rewards to Vietnamese cit­ 


izens for solid evidence of cor­ 
ruption. 
—Confront the government of 
South Vietnam with examples of 
corruption as they develop and 
“ insist that law enforcement 
and revenue collecting officials 
go to jail and be publicly dis­ 
graced for involvement in graft 
and corruption.’’ 
—“ Abandon our present devo­ 
tion to the fiction that corrup­ 
tion is the special field of lower 
and middle echelon government 
officials. 
Instead 
place 
the 
blame squarely where it belongs 
—right at the top.’’ 
—Agree that “ no attempt will 
be made to dig into past history 
of anyone who henceforth toes 
the line.” 
“ No weak-kneed or pussyfoot­ 
ing measures will have the least 


effect,” the adviser said. 
His reports told of corruption 
extending to the very top of the 
Vietnamese customs collecting 
organization and said unknown 
millions of dollars in revenue 
had been lost. He gave exam­ 
ples ranging from police shake­ 
downs to opium smuggling. 
The reports have been kept 
private because some U.S. offi­ 
cials feared disclosure would 
compromise 
the 
efforts 
of 
American advisers who rely on 
cooperation from Vietnamese 
officials. 
But the final recommendation 
of the report to AID was: 
“ Above all. don’t make this a 
classified subject and thereby 
buryjt.” 
Sen. Ernest Gruening. I>Alas- 
ka, chairman of the Senate sub­ 


committee on foreign aid ex­ 
penditures. and a longtime in­ 
vestigator of corruption in Viet­ 
nam. told a reporter “ our ef­ 
forts are not effective because 
some of our agencies aren’t con­ 
cerned about corruption. ” 
“ Corruption springs at you 
from bottom to top and the 
American taxpayer Ls paying 
the bill.” said Gruening. an op­ 
ponent of U.S. policy in Viet­ 
nam. 
Last week Gruening. after 
seeing copies of the adviser’s 
reports, told the Senate of a 
gold and opium smuggling oper­ 
ation which he said “ involved 
the highest South Vietnamese 
government officials. ” 
President Johnson, speaking 
Friday in Beaumont. Tex., said 
“ certainly, they have corruption 


and we also have it in Boston, in 
New York, in Washington and in 
Johnson 
City. 
Somebody 
is 
stealing something in Beaumont 
right now.” 
The U.S. adviser, however, 
told AID that South Vietnamese 
corruption, when viewed across 
the board, “ is appalling; it is 
frightening enough to make one 
have grave doubts that there is 
any possibility’ of ever achieving 
any reasonable degree of hones­ 
ty-and integrity in Vietnamese 
officialdom.” 
Corruption in Vietnam, he 
said, essentially has an econom­ 
ic basis 
He said “ we Americans bear 
a considerable burden of rc^ 
sponsibility for the extent to 
which corruption has mush­ 
roomed and become such a can­ 


cer. 
“ We simply have not faced up 
to the fact that in Vietnam, pub­ 
lic office has always been syn­ 
onymous with personal privilege 
for the officeholder ” 
“ We rather genteely cluck 
like mother hens and engage in 
some mild wrist-tapping when 
flagrant abuses in joint pro­ 
grams using U.S -supplied funds 
come to light; we fail to talk 
straight from the shoulder to 
them on the subject of corrup­ 
tion and our position with re­ 
spect to it; in fact, we frequent­ 
ly act as through we do not 
know of its existenc'e; and then 
we forever act surprised and 
horrified that corruption has 
taken hold and riddled the 
structure of government to the 
extent that it has”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate amended the open hous­ 
ing section of its civil rights bill 
today to require that charges of 
discrimination must be based on 
bona fide offers to buy or rent a 
house or an apartment. 
Sen. Gordon Allott, R-Colo., 
author of the amendment, said 
bona fide meant that a buyer 
must be “ ready, willing and 
able to perform.” 
His amendment was one of 
three quickly adopted at today’s 
Senate session to the part of the 
bill that would make it unlawful 
to refuse to sell or rent a dwell­ 
ing bec*ause of race, color, reli­ 
gion or national origin. 
All of the amendments, adopt­ 
ed by voice vote, were designed 
to aHord property owners with 
additional protection.

POINTE-A-PITRE, 
Guade­ 
loupe (AP) — Rescue crews 
reached the wreckage of an Air 
France 707 Boeing jet today and 
reported that all 63 persons on 
board, including a woman iden­ 
tified as the wife of real estate 
man William Zeckendorf, died 
when the plane hit a mountain­ 
side Tuesday night. 
Cutting through dense terrain, 
searchers found parts of the 
plane on Matouba Mountain on 
the western half of this two-is­ 
land French West Indies territo­ 
ry. The mountain is about 700 
feet high and alongside La Souf­ 
rière, a dormant volcano fre­ 
quently visited by tourists. 
The plane ploughed into it as 
it headed for a landing at 
PointeA-Pitre’s Raizet Airport, 
about 30 miles away. Witnesses 
said the jet burst into flames 
and exploded.

SAIGON (AP) — Communist 
gunners besieging Khe Sanh 
shot down a U.S. Air Force C123 
transport carrying 49 men near 
that Marine combat base today, 
a 7th Air Force spokesman an­ 
nounced. 
The fate of the men — 5 crew­ 
men and 44 passengers — was 
not immediately determined. 
The C123s are propeller-driv­ 
en planes with two auxiliary 
turbojet engines. The maximum 
payload is 15,000 pounds. They 
ordinarily carry in fresh troops 
for Khe Sanh and fly out others 
for rest or reassignment. 
Communist shelling of the 
base appeared to be easing. The 
Marines reported 100 incoming 
rounds in a 24-hour period, a 
sharp decline from the hundreds 
of recent days. 
Elsewhere, U.S. forces killed 
110 enemy soldiers in three 
sharp clashes. U.S. spokesmen 
reported, as the Communists 
shelled provincial capitals and 
military posts for the third 
straight day. The U.S. Com­ 
mand said the shelling caused 
little damage. 
American officers said 50,000 
North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong have been killed in their 
operations against cities and 
other major centers in South 
Vietnam from Jan. 30 until mid­ 
night Tuesday. A senior U.S. 
commander said the enemy 
“ scraped up a lot of people at 
the last minute” for the lunar 
new year offensive, but estimat­ 
ed the net losses at 30.000. 
American armed forces were 
reported to have lost 2,000 killed 
and the South Vietnamese 4.000 
in the five-week period. 


About 75 miles north of Sai­ 
gon. paratroopers of the U.S 
101st Airborne Division ran into 
150 Viet Cong holding a village 
The Communists opened up 
with automatic weapons and ba­ 
zookas and pulled in about 250 
reinforcements. Supported by 
artillery and rocket-firing heli­ 
copters, the Americans killed 56 
of the enemy force, spokesmen 
said, while five Americans were 
killed and 26 wounded. 


Along the coastal lowlands be­ 
low Da Nang, men of the U.S 
Army’s Americal Division re­ 
ported killing 64 enemy soldiers 
in two clashes. Artillery and air 
strikes accounted for many of 
the dead among the enemy 
forces, who were entrenched in 
concrete bunkers. Two Ameri­ 
cans were killed and 23 wound­ 
ed. 
Other s c a t t e r e d clashes 
brought total American casual­ 
ties for the day to 13 killed and 
54 wounded, U.S. headquarters 
reported. 


Fighting was reported contin­ 
uing two miles southwest of Ca 
Mau, with South Vietnamese 
troops pursuing guerrillas they 
drove out of the provincial capi­ 


tal at the southern tip of the 
country. 
The Communists invaded the 
town Tuesday, and the allied 
commands 
said 
government 
troops killed 275 of them in 15 
hours of fighting before the 
remnants of the enemy were 
chased from the town 
The government said the Viet 


Cong killed 20 civilians and 
wounded 50 when it seized the 
provint'ial hospital 


It reported 10 government sol­ 
diers killed and 43 wounded and 
said more than 1,000 houses and 
huts were destroyed 


The Viet Cong shelled Ca Mau 
again today, destroying a build­ 


ing in the hospital compound. 
Allied spokesmen said oiner 
targets of the enemy bombard­ 
ment today were three other 
provincial capitals, five allied 
airfields, a U.S. Special Forces 
camp and six American base 
camps, including the headquar­ 
ters of the 1st and 25th Infantry 
Divisions

WASHINGTON (AP) - Bany 
Goldwater—joining in Republi­ 
can pleas for unity after his 
near-renunciation of Nelson A. 
Rockefeller—has strongly indi­ 
cated he could back the New 
York governor for president. 
“ I ’ve never voted for a Demo­ 
crat for president yet.” Goldwa­ 
ter told a Republican dinner 
Tuesday night. “ And if people 
want to convince me they have 
changed their spots, I can be 
convinced.” 
The 1964 presidential candi­ 
date had said 24 hours earlier 
that “ conservatives want no 
part of Rockefeller” —and the 
remark prompted pleas from 
around the country for Republi­ 
cans to unify and beat the Dem­ 
ocrats. 
Presidential hopeful Richard 
M. Nixon and California Gov. 
Ronald Reagan immediately an­ 
nounced they would support 
Rockefeller if he became the 
nominee and Reagan said he 
hoped Goldwater would, too. 
“ The months ahead,” Reagan 
said in a message to the dinner, 
“ are too crucial to allow for 
bickering and backbiting among 
Republicans. If we are divided, 
we may lose forever the oppor­ 
tunity to meet the challenges of 
this generation.” 
William E 
Miller, Goldwa- 
ter’s vice presidential running 
mate in 1964, said he also would 
back Rockefeller and said he 
thought Goldwater would end up 
supporting whoever the GOP 
nominates. 
Goldwater—referring to lus 
earlier remarks against Rocke­ 
feller—added his own call for 
unity at the Tuesday night din­ 
ner. 
“ If we Republicans can learn 
one lesson from 1964,” he said. 
“ It is this—let’s attack the ulti­ 
mate target, not a Republican. 
“ If you think that’s a funny 
statement coming from a fellow 
who said what I said yester­ 
day,” he continued, “ well. I ’ve 
never voted for a Democrat for 
president yet.” 
But Goldwater repeated that 
his choice for the nomination is 
Nixon. “ I don’t rule out others, ” 
he said, “ 1 just happen to be­ 
lieve in Dick.”

'Super Dog' is Sought By U.S. Army For Vietnam Duty 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The Army has set out to find 
a 
“ super 
dc^” 
for 
the 
Vietnam war. 
Specifications call for the 
best possible purebred or 
crossbred animals that “ can 
cope with a critical problem 
in Southeast Asia—tracking 
the 
enemy 
and 
alerting 
troops to mines, tunnels, 
booby traps and ambush.” 
Army veterinarians and ge­ 
neticists, 
together 
with 
University 
of 
Maryland 
scientists, hope to evaluate 


from 500 to 1,000 puppies 
next year under this project. 
Five 
types 
are 
being 
evaluated: 
—Purebred 
Labrador 
retrievers, 
hunting 
dogs 
with excellent field control 
characteristics. 
—German shepherds, 
which have been used by the 
U.S. Army in scout and 
sentry work. 
—A cross ’Detween the 
Labrador retriever and the 
foxhound, 
combining 
the 
Labrador’s field talents with 


the smaller breed noted for 
its sense of smell. 
—Crossbred German shep­ 
herd and small collie with 
Labrador retriever for size 
and combined intelligence. 
—Purebred 
standard 
poodles, 
for 
intelligence. 
Dogs used in this research 
program either are bred at 
special kennels or bought 
from commercial kennels 
Experts explain that a 
crossbred dog’s family tree 
is 
traceable 
while 
the 
m ongrel’s 
background 


usually is unknown. Only 
crossbreds are used in the 
Army-University of Maryland 
study. 
Full evaluation 
of 
the 
dogs 
at 
the 
university’s 
C a n i n e 
B e h a v i o r 
Laboratory is performed in 
five stages and takes about 
85 days. When the proc-ess 
starts, the dogs are 10 to 12 
weeks old. 
Afterward, 
the 
,\rmy 
experts may decide to keep 
the best dogs as breeding 
stock. 


Each Army brigade in Viet­ 
nam is supposed to have one 
scout dog platoon with up to 
32 animals controlled by 
handlers. 
Ideally, the platoon’s point 
man—ai 
the 
head of a 
column —would have a dog 
with him trained to range 
silently within eyeshot and 
to give an alert of enemy 
presence, a mine or booby 
trap. 
The Army’s Limited War 
Laboratory 
at 
Aberdeen 
Md., 
has 
developed 
an 


electronic 
device 
to 
be 
hitched to a dog’s harness to 
help in detecting the enemy. 
B u t 
regardless 
of 
e l e c t r o n i c s . 
A r m y 
geneticists and o t h e r scien­ 
tists decided more t han 
two years ago that nothing 
beats the dog as a sensor. 
“ It was agreed that no 
weapons system has been 
devised that can replace a 
good dog and handler for the 
specific 
unusual 
missions 
the\’ can perform.” said an 
Army publication.

They said in time it might re­ 
duce the overall cost of aid to 
dependent children in Missouri 
and at the same time provide 
more gainful jobs for parents 


Because of a te<'hnical amend­ 
ment added by the House the 
bill must return to the Senate.

ATLANTA, Ga (APi — Dr 
Martin Luther Kinig Jr., says he 
is confident he will get strong 
support for his plan to raise an 
army of the poor to camp in 
Washington 
“ I am convinced we will have 
greater response to this than 
anything we've ever under­ 
taken, King said after a recent 
trip to Mississippi and Alabama 
where he met mixed reactions. 
King disclosed that he intends 
to camp with his poor people's 
army for at least two months in 
; the nation's capital beginning 
• about April 21. demanding ac­ 
tion by Congress to provide jobs 
or income for the poor. 


His initial search for support 
took him first to Mississippi for 
a session with Negro leaders 
and then to Alabama, where he 
began his civil rights career 13 
years ago by leading a Negro 
boycott of segregated city buses 
in Montgomery 


Now again. King expects to 
enlist the masses: tenant farm­ 
ers who have been kicked off 
the plantations; others out of 
jobs; the underemployed, and 
all the sympathizers who will 
' join the army 


‘We want you to sign up and 
say that you will go to Washing­ 
ton," King told a church rally at 
Selma, Ala., the setting for his 
1965 voting rights drive that pro­ 
duced Congressional action 


"This isn’t going to be an easy 
struggle," 
he 
acknowledged. 
The issue is not segregation, 
such as it was in 1963 when King 
led the Birmingham, Ala . drive 
that brought the Civil Rights 
Act of a year later Nor. King 


said, is the issue political as it 
was in Selma three years ago. 


“We are dealing with a class 
issue now,” he said. It is the un­ 
derprivileged against the privi­ 
leged. King said. 
“ We are taking on a mam­ 
moth job." 
King’s two-day trip that in­ 
cluded four stops produced indi­ 
cations of perhaps considerable 
middle and upper class finan­ 
cial support among Negroes, 
but at the same time a reluc­ 
tance or outright refusal of 
some of the Negro leadership to 
join the campaign. 
In tangible results King’s staff 
collected 
some 
money 
and 
pledges for more at rallies and 
private meetings. Plans were 
made for a follow-up trip and 
some of King’s aides talked of 
expanding their recruitment to 
23 states. 
One of King’s closest associ­ 
ates, the Rev. Andrew J. Young, 
said after a private session in 
Edwards. Miss., " I would say 
the grassroots are for it 200 per 
cent, but the leaders raise ques­ 
tions about Congress, whether 
or not the country is too sick to 
do anything about it. Thpre is a 
degree of despair among the 
leadership.” 
Reservations about the under­ 
taking were expressed by Law­ 
rence Guyot, chairman of the 
Mississippi FYeedom Democrat­ 
ic Party which plans another 
challenge of the state’s delega­ 
tion to the 1968 Democratic Na­ 
tional Convention. 
"If it definitely involves poor 
people and addresses itself to 
economic deficiencies and the 
right to dissent." said Guyot. 


Panel Sees Task For Press 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
P r e s i d e n t s 
a d v i s o r y 
Commission on Civil Disorders 
said Saturday that the nation's 
press has basked too long in a 
white world 
It said the press must make a 
reality of integration, both in its 
product and its personnel 
The American news media 
must report "the travail of our 
cities with corr- assion and in 
depth, ’ it said 
It asked for 
fair and cour­ 
ageous journalLsm ' 
These were iterrLs the com­ 
mission placed at the end of its 
appraisal of the news media and 
the riots 
It stressed that failings of the 
news media must be correi'ted 
and improvement come from 
within the media itself 
"Along with the i'omrnunity 
as a whole." it said, “ the press 
has too long basked in a white 
world, looking out of it. if at all, 
with white men's eyes and a 
white perspet'tive. That is no 
. longer good enough." 
On 
the 
whole. 
the 
’ commission said, newspapers, 
radio and television made a real 
effort to give a balanced, factual 
' account of the 1967 disorders. 
However, it said, the “ portrayal 
of the violence that occurred 
last summer failed to reflect 
accurately 
its 
scale 
and 
character The over-all effect 
was. 
we 
believe, 
an 
exaggeration of both mood and 
event" 
Most important, it said, “ we 
believe that the media have 
thus 
far 
failed 
to 
report 
adequately on the causes and 
consequences of civil disdrders 
and the underlying problems of 
race relations ” 
It added: “ Far too often, the 
press acts and talks about 
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"then I would be in favor of it." 
But Guyot said he opposed 
any "single purpose or political 
ends that are addressed espe­ 
cially to the U.S. Congress ' 
King’s campaign seeks to cre­ 
ate enough public support to 
pressure Congress into action on 
such proposals as a guaranteed 
annual income. 


"Many groups are now in the 
mood for a guaranteed annual 
inc’ome.” King said. "There is a 
national climate that is very 
healthy, but the Congress is not 
reflecting the mood of the na­ 
tion.

Of 3.779 newspaper articles 
analyzed, it said, more focused 
on legislation which should be

farmers bu t say s most of those 
eligible aren’t cashing in on the 
potential harv est 
The money wou ld be paid u n­ 
der the federal wheat control 
program, aimed at av oiding 
ov erprodu ction and consequ ent 
lower prices. The gov ernment 
said Tu esday most of the wheat 
growers won’t produ ce more 
than the program limit bu t are 
not signing u p for it 
A sign-u p driv e for wheat, 
feed grains and cotton opened 
Feb 5 and closes March 15. So 
far, only abou t one-fou rth of 
the wheat growers hav e signed 
u p 
All the farmers hav e to do is 
certify du ring the sign-u p per­ 
iod that they are abiding by or 
will abide bv their allotments. 
Under the 19 6 7 program, par­ 
ticipating farmers got pay ments 
for abou t 48 cents per bu shel 
on their wheat plu s an av erage 
market price of $1.41. Thu s a 
farmer with a wheat crop of 1.- 
(XX) bu shels wou ld lose nearly 
$5(X) by failing to participate in 
the wheat control program. 
Under the feed - grain pro­ 
gram. less than half of the corn 
and soghu m growers had signed 
by Feb. 29 in a program de­ 
signed to idle at least 30 mil­ 
lion acres of tKe 153 million 
acres normally u sed for these 
crops. Fu ll participation in this 
program cou ld mean $1.3 billion 
for the growers. 
In the case of cotton, where 


the gov ernment seeks a larger 
planted acreage than last y ear's 
v ery small one, growers hav e 
signed u p to idle a larger per­ 
centage of their planting allot­ 
ments that the gov ernment rec­ 
ommends.

tou rist to trav el abroad, add 
nothing to the balance-of-pay - 
ments deficit and y et still get 
hit with the tax on ov erseas 
spending proposed by President 
Johnson. 
This wou ld apply to American 
tou rists who confine their ov er­ 
seas spending to Cey lon, Gu in­ 
ea. India, Israel, Pakistan, Tu ­ 
nisia and the United Arab Re­ 
pu blic. 
These are cou ntries in which 
the United States has an ov er­ 
abu ndance of local cu rrencies— 
sometimes called cou nterpart 
fu nds—which can be u sed by 
U.S. bu sinessmen and tou rists. 
Most of the cu rrencies were ob­ 
tained throu gh sales of U.S. food 
to nations that cou ldn’t afford to 
pay dollars. 
U.S. embassies and consu lates 
in those cou ntries will ex change 
U.S. dollars for the local cu rren­ 
cies withou t any ex tra charge 
and the dollars stay on the U.S. 
books. The balance of pay ments 
isn’t hu rt. 
Bu t officials said the trav el 
tax legislation sent to Congress 
in Febru ary prov ides for no ex ­

An American cou ld bu y a 
plane ticket on a U.S. carrier 
for a globe-circling trip and his 
fare wou ld remain in the United 
States, adding nothing to the 
balance-of-pay ments deficit.

Box” is an Academy Award 
nominee that cost $1,300 and 
was produced entirely through 
efforts of one man. 
, No, 
the 
august 
Academy 
hasn’t instituted an award for 
home movies. “ The Box” has 
l?cen nominated in the category 
0^ short subjects—cartoons, and 
it is the work of bearded Fred 
Wolf, at 35 a 17-year veteran of 
the animation business. 
. “ The Box” is a cartoon, but it 
is, as far removed from Woody 
Woodpecker as Modigliani is 
from Norman Rockwell. Drawn 
in stark, imaginative style, it 
^hows a frizzled character en­ 
tering a bar. He orders a drink 
and places before him a box, 
which evokes the curiosity of 
other drinkers. The character 
Keeps the contents of the box se­ 
cret, but it appears to contain a 
small creature. A girl enters the 
bar and she has the same kind 
of box with the same kind of 
creature. The two box- owners 
happily exit from the bar, arm- 
in-arm. 
What’s in the box? 
“ I don’t really know,” says 
Wolf. “ But I’m amused by the 
number of people who claim to 
know Everyone has a different 
impression 
of 
what 
it 
all 
means.” 
Wolf isn’t saying. He figures 
it’s better for “ Box” watchers 
to inject their own hypotheses, 
and that indicates how far ani­ 
mation has come from the expli­ 
citness of Donald Duck and 
Bugs Bunny. The latter cartoons 
were assembled by small ar- 
fpies of animators, assistant an­ 
imators. gag men, inkers and 
painters, studio musicians, etc. 
“ The Box,” every frame of it, 
was drawn by Fred Wolf “ Well. 
I did get a httle help,” he con­ 
fessed. “ An 11-year-old boy, my 
son, painted some color in a few 
of the pictures.” The musical 
score was provided by one mu­ 
sician, 
drum m er 
Shelley 
Manne. 
Significantly, Fred Wolf never 
worked at the Disney studio. To­ 
gether with his partner, Jimmy 
Murakami, Wolf represents a 
new generation of animators 
who are not beholden to the any- 
thing-for-a-gag tradition of mov­ 
ie cartoons The new, impres­ 
sionistic style has flourished in 
Europe, but the two partners 
have been showing the foreign­ 
ers some tricks.

SAIGON (AF) — In the long- 
past days of the war against the 
French, Gen Vo Nguyen Giap’s 
guerrillas boasted that their 
weapons were almost all cap­ 
tured on the battlefield. 
Then the wily Giap introduced 
cumbersome but effective pack 
howitzers to outgun the defend­ 
ers at Dien Bien Phu. It helped 
turn the tide, wearing down the 
defenses and closing the airstrip 
which was the outpost’s lifeline 
The lesson impressed the 
Communist command Not for 
them the wide array of weapon­ 
ry in modern armies.

Simultaneously, the Commu- 
nLsts began to ship in more 82 
mm mortars, new 120 mortars 
and the RFG7 grenade launch­ 
er. 
The 82mm mortar could fire 
captured U.S. 81mm shells.

The RPG7, also known as the 
B50, was designed for use 
against tanks. This light, shoul­

trate 10 inches of steel. It has 
been ust*d effictively against pa­ 
trol boats in the Mekong Delta 
and elsewhere.

These 
weapons,

were just for openers in the in­ 
fantry war that was growing. 
Longer-range weapons were 
necessary to strike at the more 
heavily guarded U.S. 
bases. 
Heavier guns were needed in 
the northern provinces along the 
demilitarized zone, where the 
war was slightly different. It 
was foreseen in the North that 
the Red troops would need 
heavy 
antiaircraft 
weapons 
which could not be used exten­ 
sively further south without sac­ 
rificing mobility. 
The Soviet Union was asked to 
furnish the bulk of the weaponry 
and the changes became appar­ 
ent about one year ago. Ameri­ 
can intelligence estimates that 
75 per cent of the war supplies 
entering North Vietnam origi­ 
nate in Russia Most of the rest 
comes from Red China with a 
small stream from other Red 
bloc nations.

cause why he should not be sus­ 
pended by the International 
Skiing Federation (FIS). 
Killy, a Frenchman who won 
his gold medals in the Alpine 
skiing events at the Grenoble 
Games, denied in Saint Gervais, 
France, on Tuesday that he had 
received money for exclusive 
photos in a Paris magazine. 
Bjoern Cjellstroem, chairman 
of the FIS eligibility committee, 
said in Pound Ridge that if Killy 
can prove his claim he will be 
cleared of any taint on his ama­ 
teur record. 
“ FIS has given him until next 
Friday to show cause why he 
should 
not 
be 
suspended,” 
Cjellstroem said. “Disqualifi­ 
cation would mean loss of his ti­ 
tles. As for his Olympic medals, 
that would be up to the Interna­ 
tional Olympic Committee.” 
Maurice Martel, president of 
the French Ski Federation, said 
in Saint Gervais, France, that 
Killy “ informed me that he is 
sending me a letter officially de­ 
claring on his honor that he had 
never received any money for 
the exclusivity accorded the 
magazine Paris-Match.” 
“ I have also contacted execu­ 
tives of Paris-Match who certi­ 
fied to me that the magazine 
had never paid any sum to Kil­ 
ly,” Martel added. 
Martel had been asked by 
Marc Hodler of Switzerland, 
president of the FIS, to get Kil­ 
ly’s version. 
“ I consider,” Martel said, 
“ that after the conversation 
that I have had with Hodler, 
Jean-Claude Killy is going to be 
able to continue to race and 
should be able to finish his sea­ 
son normally.” 
This means Killy would be 
able to race in the events count­ 
ing for the World Cup, including 
races in the United States.

Brea k ing o f Co ntra cts 


In the latest national su rv ey of pu blic 
school teachers, the National Edu cation 
Association indicates a new breed of 
militant edu cator is rising in this cou ntry ’. 


Two y ears ago the qu estion was asked: 
“ Do y ou believ e pu blic school teachers 
shou ld ev er strike?" Fifty -three per cent 
responded “y es." This y ear the figu re was 
59 per cent. The key word in the qu estion 
was “ev er " Most teachers still believ e 
that strikes shou ld be a method of last 
resort. 


Area by area in this cou ntry a lot of 
argu ments 
can 
arise 
abou t 
what 
is 
adequ ate teacher pay in pu blic schools. 
Common practice is that teachers before 
the beginning of a new school y ear know 
what the going rate is and become a party 
to 
a 
w ritten 
contract 
with 
the 
su perintendent and school board. 
This brings u p the qu estion of what is a 
contract. It is an agreement between two 
or more persons or parties to do or not to 
do something. If one or the other refu ses 
later to comply with the stipu lations, the 
contract is said to be broken or repu diated. 
Organized grou ps place great stress on the 
sanctity of contracts and the observ ance of 
them. 
A pertinent sidelight on this su bject is 
reflected in editorial observ ations of the 
Cape Girardeau Sou theast Missou rian: 
“We wonder if the striking teachers in 
Florida and other states and cities across 
the cou ntry hav e giv en hard thou ght to the 
moral implications of their act. 
“Here are adu lts, men and women with 
high edu cation, those who influ ence y ou ng 
liv es, leav ing their jobs in the middle of a 
school y ear 
“They are u nder contract. A written 
contract. In it they hav e agreed to serv e 
the schools which hav e employ ed them for 
the school y ear. There are certain terms to 
be met. 
“Yet they hav e broken this contract 
which shou ld be a solemn obligation on 
their part. Indiv idu al honor and respect at 
one time were the highest attribu tes of a 
teacher, more so, perhaps, than in any 
walk of life. 
“So how does this appear to the y ou ng 
people they hav e walked ou t on? How can 


these y ou ngsters look with respect on a 
person 
in 
a 
teaching 
position 
who 
abrogates an agreement and leav es his 
post? What effect does this hav e on y ou ng 
minds? Can these pu pils hav e any thing bu t 
cy nicism for a contractu ral agreement 
hereafter? How can teachers go back into 
a 
classroom 
and 
discu ss 
m oral 
responsibility when they hav e v iolated it 
themselv es? 
“Take the strikes a step fu rther. These 
teachers are u sing children as pawns to 
gain their own ends. 
“They cou ld hav e waited u ntil the end of 
the sc-hool y ear when they honorably cou ld 
hav e stru ck by refu sing to renew their 
contract) u ntil their demands were met. 
This wou ld hav e fu lfilled their obligation 
to their school district and to their 
profession. 
“ Bu t they did not do this becau se they 
wou ld not then hav e the children as the 
pressu re they feel they need to gain their 
ends. Its a powerfu l weapon to tu rn 
children from the classroom and say to 
parents and school officials, “Now giv e me 
what I want." 
“This, it seems to u s, is ev en more 
reprehensible than the breaking of a 
contract in mid-y ear by walking ou t. It is 
the children who are su ffering. They can 
nev er make u p the school work lost or the 
momentu m of the teaching process. And 
any one familiar with classroom work 
knows there will be u nrest among pu pils 
when they retu rn becau se of the teacher 
agitation. 


We k n ow n oth in g ab ou t th e d eman d s 
of th e teach ers or th eir valid ity. Bu t 
we su sp ect th at in most of th e cases 
th e d eman d s are eq u itab le an d righ t 
an d th at th e p eop le sh ou ld meet th em. 


“With this we hav e no qu arrel. Bu t we 
do think it is a seriou s and selfish breach of 
tru st for teachers to u se children to gain 
their own ends—howev er fair these might 
be — and to break a contract written in 
good intent by both sides. 
“It IS a poor ex ample for adu lts in the 
high position of teaching to set. Aren’t the 
morals of the nation in great enou gh 
decline withou t the fu rther aid and 
abetment of the teaching profession?"

Mek on g^ Delta War Can Last Forever

CAN THO — ThLs Ls the heart of the famou s 
Mekong Delta It is the most popu lou s part of Sou th 
Vietnam and it produ ces more rice perhaps than any 
other concentrated area in the world It is also a 
crisscross of swamps and riv ers, infested with 
pirates who hav e nev er bowtnl to the c*entral 
gov ernment in Saigon, and where the Viet Cong sail 
sampans in broad day light with impu nity . 
F'inally , it is an area in which old hands say we 
cannot rcKit ou t the enemy for a hu ndred y ears or 
more. 
If y ou watc’h, as I did. a ty pical battle on the 
ou tskirts of ('an Tho. the Delta’s largest city , y ou 
can u nderstand why this Ls probably tru e. 
The fighting brou ght together as conglomerate a 
force as has ev er met in a battleswamp. Units of the 
U.S. Ninth Army drov e sou thward throu gh the mu ck 
toward the city , while a Sou th Vietnamese foix 'e 
slogged northward ou t of the city . Bogged down in 
the rice paddit's between them was a battalion of 
Viet Cong 
To help the American and Vietnamese soldiers 
close the nu U-racker. the U.S. Nav y sent a fleet of 
battlebarges u p the Can Tho Riv er These heav ily 
armored riv erboats are the strangest craft the Nav y 
has operated since the Civ il War Indeed, the largest 
of them are called monitors bec'au se of their 
resemblanc-e to the ('iv il War battleship of that 
name. 
The flotilla inclu dts a cou ple of miniatu re flattops 
— barges with helicopter pads — which the 
swampwater 
sailors 
hav e 
nicknamed 
"Little 
Enterprise." after the nu clear aircraft carrier 
There were also landing barges loaded with 
amphibiou s assau lt troops 
not Marines who 
cu stomarily ride with the Nav y , bu t Ninth Army 
troops who call themselv es the "Riv er Raiders” 
The Air Forx 'C contribu ted thu nder and lightning 
from the skies First came a hot rain of glowing 
tracer bu llets from obsolete C-47 cargo planes, 
which hav e been conv erted into gu nships. Then Air 
FoR'e jets were called in to bomb and strafe the rice 
paddies 
The air strikes were direc*ted by spotters fly ing 
single-engine P-1 
"Bird Dogs." which circled 
ov erhead at an agonizingly slow 80 miles an hou r 
They wou ld swing low to attract Commu nist fire, so 
they cou ld locate targets more accu rately for the 
figliter-bombers. I noticed that ev ery "Bird Dog" at 
the Can Tho airfield was spec’kled with red metal 
plates, and asked the pilot what these were for. 
"Those are patc'hes to repair bu llet holes.’’ he 
replied. 
—Escape By Night— 
As darkness settled ov er the ripe paddies, the 
Sou th Vietnamese su ddenly pu lled back They were 
su pposed to close the trap on the embattled Viet 
Cong. lastead. they pu lled back to defensiv e 
positions. 
Ou tnu mbered and ou tgu nned, the Viet Cong tried 
to slip ou t of the trap They were bloc'ked to the 
West by the Nav y gu nboats patrolling the Can Tho 
Riv er. Bu rsting fireballs and red tracer bu llets lit u p 
the sky all arou nd them. 
Du ring ^he ex change^f fire, a C ommu nist heat 


roc'ket ripped throu gh thick armor plate into the gu n 
tower of the Monitor 91-1. This set off ammu nition 
inside the tower, tu rning it briefly into a hornets’ 
nest of hot metal. All three gu nners in the tower — 
Second Class (iu nner’s Mate Theodore Frank of San 
Diego. Seaman Amos La Ru e of Sou th Bend. Ind.. 
and Seaman Doy le May es of Powell. Wy o. - were 
seriou slv wou nded. It was a miracle thev weren’t 
killed. 
Bu t. by morning, it was ev ident that the main 
body of Viet Cong had slipped away . I climbed into 
the back seat of a "Bird Dog ” with Major Gene 
Mooney of El Campo. Tex ., to look for them. We 
circ'led and swooped ov er open maze of waterway s 
which looked like a ru ral Venice below 
We cou ld see Viet Cong traits across the rice 
paddies, showing that some at least had managed to 
sneak past the Nav y ’s pigmy dreadnau ghts to the 
other side of the riv er There had been only a 
battalion We followed them, 
—Searching .A Sw am p- 
Swooping low. we attracted Viet ('ong fire from a 
rice paddy . Bu t only one or two rifles opened u p 
Mooney spotted signs that sev eral Viet Cong had 
taken refu ge in a clu mp of banana trees. He 
concentrated on the clu mp and ignored the paddy . 
"Dav id thret' one calling ramrod flight." he 
contacted a flight of jet fighter-bombers. He gav e a 
detailed description of the terrain. .As the jets 
approached, he nosed the little "Bird Dog" into a 
div e and fired a smoke rocket from u nder the wing 
toward the banana clu mp Then he gu ided the jets 
in. telling them the target was on the bank of a 
stream opposite the spiraling smoke. 
Down streaked a jet. lay ing an egg that hatc'hed a 
billowing red and black clou d. The "baroom ” was 
au dible ov er the roar of ou r single engine. Then 
another jet and another bomb. On the third ru n. the 
bomb didn’t ex pkx le. Mooney cu rsed softly The 
du d. he said, was loaded with ov er 200 small 
grenades which the Viet Cong might retriev e. Still 
another jet tore u p the tu rf with rnachinegu n fire. 
The bombs ripped u p the banana patch, u nv eiling 
two sampans that the Viet Cong had tried to 
conc'eal. The jets sank one There was no ev idence, 
howev er, that any Viet Cong had been cau ght in the 
attack 
The trails throu gh the paddy showed 
definitely that they had been there. Perhaps they 
had left; perhajx s they had bu rrowed into bu nkers. 
We cou ldn't tell from the air. 
Bu t if the Viet Cong escaped the main trap, they 
left behind some dead comrades in the mu ck The 
casu alty cou nt hadn’t come in before I left 
Meanwhile, the battle for the Mekong Delta 
continu es It may eru pt any time, anv 'where. as the 
sledging infrantry mien and the Nav al riv erboats 
penetrate ev er deeper into the backwaters They 
will be there for y ears to come. 
NOTE: Du ring the battle, a psy chological warfare 
u nit filled the air with slips of paper that flu ttered 
down like au tu mn leav es Each one contained an 
appeal to the Viet Cong to su rrender and a promise 
of good treatment. There were so many leaflets that 
the Viet Cong cou ldn't hav e escaped them Last y ear 
many of the enemy brou ght these "su rrender 
passes" to ou r troops Lately , 
the nu mber has 
decreased.

Terror Attack— Brilliant, 
Meticulous Ho Tactic

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Fou r y ears ago in V ietnam , this reporter m et with one of 
Ho Chi M inh’s form er high staff officers ex perienced in city 
infiltration. 
This m eeting was arranged becau se a Saigon Am erican 
official grown old in gu errilla w ars had shown m e a paper 
he had w ritten estim ating that the Viet Cong then—in 1964— 
had the capability of setting off sim u ltaneou s sev ere te rror­ 
ist attacks in Sou th V ietnam ’s cities. 
The m an who had been a strateg ist for Ho had prom ised to 
ou tline in detail how su ch attacks were arranged and carried 
ou t. 
These are my notes from that tim e in his words: 
“ We’d get ou r orders from Hanoi—u su ally six to nine 
m onths in adv ance. We nev er took on a m ajor operation in 
less than three m onths. 
“ Ou r first step was to set u p models of ou r objectiv es. 
F irst w e’d lay ou t a sand table—ru n throu gh the operation 
tim e and again. 
“Then, in some safe area in the cou ntry side, w e’d sim u late 
an attack with ou r m en. In this area we wou ld draw ou t or 
m ark ou t cru dely bu t accu rately the city , m ilitary installa­ 
tions, police stations, homes and offices of key officials, 
m ilitary officers, policem en, bu sinessm en, teachers 
and 
other leading people. 
“ We wou ld also locate w here each m an we wanted to reach 
wou ld be at the tim e of ou r secret terrorist attack. We wou ld 
also determ ine w here his fam ily wou ld be. 
“Du rin g th e same six to n in e mon th s ou r tran sp orters 
wou ld h ave b een carryin g in weap on s on e b y on e in to th e 
cities or n ear th e en emy military in stallation s an d carryin g 
in ammu n ition in small load s. 
“ U su ally these m en and women w ere those who norm ally 
carried produ ce or other goods into the cities for sale. Bu t 
any sort of person wou ld do who had an open reason for going 
into the city or v illage. F u nerals are conv enient for this pu r- 
Dose. 
“ Once in the city , the weapons and am m u nition wou ld 
u su ally be bu ried in v aried places, either near a target ob­ 
jectiv e or in some w ithdraw al position w here we m ight hav e 
to fight it ou t. 
“ The carriers wou ld bu ry the weapons and am m u nition in 
alm ost any location—grav ey ards, the back y ards of co-oper­ 
ating fam ilies, in.a thicket or any other av ailable piece of 
land. These carriers wou ld all be ex pendables. 
“Mean wh ile, each man at th e train in g b ase wou ld b e 
d rilled over an d over again in h is p recise mission —h ow h e 
was to k id n ap or k ill h is man or h is man ’s family, h ow h e 
was to attack a city or p rovin cial office, a p olice station or an 
army in stallation , an d th e p recise timin g with wh ich h e was 
to carry ou t h is task . 
“ Sev eral day s before the attack, the attacking grou ps 
woidd disband, tu rn in their m ilitary equ ipm ent, weapons 
and clothing and dress like ordinary farm ers, v illagers or 
city residents, if they later needed m ilitary dress, it wou ld 
be su pplied locally near the point of attack. 
“ Then, dressed as ordinary citizens and u narm ed these 
men wou ld indiv idu ally m ake their way to the city v illage 
m ilitary installation or other objectiv e ot their own. 
“If the police shou ld notice one of these m en, they wou ld 
see nothing su spiciou s. If a policem an wou ld stop one of 
these agents, there wou ld be nothing to giv e him away . 
“ When each m an arriv ed at the assem bly point and as 
the tim e approached for attack, he wou ld be brou ght his 
weapon by an ex pendable co-operator who had taken it from 
its hiding plage shortly before. Then the operation wou ld 
begin.”

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T he ff o rld T oday 
Math of Election 
Has Fascin ation

WASHINGTON (AP) - Politicians are doing 
som^ late-at night figu ring—mu ch of it concerning 
the Kepu Diican-Democratic div ision of delegations 
in the Hou se—on how to pu t a presidential election 
throu gh that branch of Congress. 
A Hou se election wou ld be necessary if no 
presidential candidate receiv ed a majority of 
electoral-college v otes. 
The ex tent of concern was pointed u p in a little- 
noticed speech by Hou se Repu blican Leader Gerald 
R. Ford at a recent party lu ncheon. 
It was a 15-minu te lectu re’on the task of electing a 
president in the face of an all-ou t third party 
threat by former Gov . George C. Wallace of 
Alabama. 


First problem: How do y ou get the necessary 27 0 
electoral v otes when 35 or may be more of the total 
look u nav ailable? 
Ford stay ed away from naming states bu t other 
party 
sou rces 
listed 
Alabama, 
Lou isiana, 
Mississippi and Sou th Carolina as areas where Wal­ 
lace is at least a threat. Together they hav e 35 v otes. 
Besides, Wallace is on the ballot in California and 
is looking ov er nu merou s other states. 
Ford treated the failu re of either major party to 
gain an electoral majority as a real possibility . The 
bu rden of his talk was abou t what happens when the 
job of picking a president shifts to the Hou se. 
A presidential v ote there is by states, so that 
Nev ada with ju st one congressman, carries the same 
weight as California or New York with their platoon- 
size delegations. It takes 26 states to win. 
As things stand. Democrats wou ld win hands 
down. They control 29 delegations to 18 for the 
Repu blicans. 
Bu t it’s by no means that simple becau se 
congressional elections this fall cou ld change that 
makeu p. For ex ample, three delegations—Illinois, 
Montana and Oregon—are ev enly split. A one-v ote 
« shift either way wou ld swing any one of them 
The Democrats are ahead by one in Kentu cky , 
Pennsy lv ania and Tennessee and hold the single 
Nev ada seat. Again a one v ote tu rnov er wou ld 
shift control. 
Bu t the Repu blicans hav e similar problems. They 
are ahead by one in Arizona and Indiana, and hold 
the single seats in Alaska, Delaware, Vermont and 
Wy oming. 
States where the Democrats hav e a margin of two 
seats are Alabama, Arkansas, Colorado, Hawaii, 
Maine, Mary land, Massachu setts, New Mex ico, 
Oklahoma, Rhode Island and Virginia. 
The Repu blicans are two u p in Idaho, Minnesota, 
New Hampshire, North Dakota, Sou th Dakota and 
Utah. 
The Repu blicans claim they see places to win 31 
seats and take control of the Hou se, bu t to win the 
White Hou se as well presents a different problem 
For instance, they wou ldn’t be far ahead for the 
presidency with picku ps where they already lead 
A net of three new seats theoretically cou ld giv e 
the GOP Illinois, Montana and Indiana. Another 
fou r 
cou ld 
bring 
in 
Kentu cky , 
Nev ada. 
Pennsy lv ania and Tennessee. With the 18 they now 
hold, a two-v ote picku p in one of 11 other states 
cou ld giv e them 26 and command. 
Bu t the Democrats claim to see places for 
ov ertu rns their own way , which wou ld scramble all 
su ch calcu lations. 
And what if the party now in the minority by two 
in a delegation picks u p ju st one and sets u p a new 
intradelegation tie? It takes a majority to v ote at all 
in a Hou se presidential election. 
Altogether it is a situ ation gu aranteed to make 
battlegrou nds ou t of some congressional districts 
that might not hav e been so hotely contested .......... 


DOCTORIS MAILBAG 


Diagnosis Doubt 
Removed by Biopsy

Q — How does a doctor detect cancer of Uie 
ly mph nodes? Does it ev er affect other parts of the 
body ? 
A — Cancer of the ly mph nodes is a characterisUc 
of leu kemia and Hodgkin’s disease. It may also arise 
from a cancer in another, bu t often adjacent, organ 
of the body . When a doctor feels hard, shotlike 
ny mph nodes his su spicions are arou sed and, if there 
is any dou bt abou t the diagnosis, a small piece of the 
ly mph node is remov ed for microscopic ex amination 
(biopsy ). 


Q — What is a bassil cancer? 
A — I assu me y ou are referring to basal cell 
carcinoma. This is a slowly growing skin cancer that 
is not v ery malignant. Prompt, complete remov al 
resu lts in a cu re. 
Q — What are the early sy mptoms of cancer of the 
colon? What are the chances of its being cu red if it is 
discov ered early ? 
A — Cancer of the colon u su ally produ ces no early 
sy mptoms. Early detection is made by means of a 
rou tine checku p with the proctoscope and a 
flu oroscopic stu dy with a bariu m enema. With 
improv ed methods of diagnosis and treatment, the 
ou tlook for a cu re is getting better ev ery y ear. 


Lo o k ing Ba ck wa rd 


TWENTY-FIVE YEARS AGO
